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Note, the deletion of the limitations of a "front-part component" and "rear-part component" in claims 17-19 and incorporated in claim 8 
which prompts a new rejection as Anderson '91 8 in view of Chen '310. 

Note, the Anderson's reference alone clearly discloses a hollow recess 41 allow rearward deflection of the face member upon impact of a golf ball. (Col. 
2, lines 55-63). Although, Anderson does not show a front part component with concave at its center and a rear-part component with concave at its 
center, however, it appears that Anderson's golf club head provides sufficient space between the face plate 21 and rear body wall 43 to allow proper 
deflection of the face plate and the contour ( concave and/or convex) of the front and rear components of the claimed invention is an obvious variation of 
the prior art.
